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To  the  Old  Fletton  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Scotchbrook  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1963. 

Old  Fletton  is  a  comparatively  prosperous  area  and  the  living 
standards  are  good.  The  chief  industries  are  Brick-making,  Engineering 
and  Food  Canning,  and  during  the  appropriate  season  sugar  is  prepared 
from  sugar  beet  on  a  large  scale. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population  to  be 
12,120,  an  increase  of  230  over  the  previous  year. 

The  intensely  cold  weather  in  the  first  months  of  the  year 
brought  new  difficulties  and  aggravated  old  ones.  In  particular  I  should 
mention  the  interference  with  water  service  pipes  to  many  houses  by 
frost,  which  penetrated  further  into  the  ground  than  it  had  done  for  many 
years,  and  also  the  difficulties  due  to  the  freezing  of  outside  toilets  in 
some  of  the  schools.  The  sewage  works  also  had  its  own  peculiar 
difficulties,  as  is  indicated  in  the  Surveyor’s  report. 

Two  hundred  and  ninety  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during 
the  year,  and  there  was  not  one  month  in  which  there  were  no  cases; 
116  cases  were  notified  in  February  and  33  in  April  and  in  November. 
There  were  twelve  cases  of  Dysentery  during  the  year,  but  apart  from 
these  two  diseases  there  was  little  notifiable  infectious  disease  during 
the  year. 

There  were  225  live  births,  giving  a  birth-rate  of  18.6  per 
thousand  population.  When  adjusted  this  figure  becomes  16.2  which  is 
2  below  the  national  figure  of  18.2  per  thousand  population.  There  were 
108  deaths  giving  a  crude  death  rate  of  8.9  per  thousand  population. 
This  gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  11.9  which  compares  favourably  with  the 
national  rate  of  12.2  per  thousand  population. 

I  indicated  in  my  last  report  that  the  County  Council  had 
arranged  for  regular  monthly  chiropody  clinics  to  begin  in  the  area. 
Sessions  are  now  running  regularly  at  the  Clinic  on  London  Road  and 
are  greatly  appreciated.  The  Chiropodist  also  visits  certain  cases  where 
this  is  necessary. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the  Council  are  pressing  on  well 
with  their  housing  programme.  The  near  completion  of  the  “Seventy- 
six  Houses  Scheme”  during  the  year  greatly  reduced  the  waiting  list  for 
Council  Houses.  In  addition  to  this  preliminary  consideration  was  given 
to  some  high  density  development  and  old  people’s  flatlets. 
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At  several  of  the  Council  Meetings  the  advisability  of  adding 
Fluorine  to  the  water  supply  in  a  concentration  of  one  part  per  million 
was  discussed.  I  submitted  a  report  strongly  urging  this,  and  explaining 
how  the  children’s  teeth  would  benefit.  This  Council  were  uncertain, 
but  Peterborough  City  Council  from  whom  the  water  is  obtained  were 
strongly  opposed  to  the  scheme,  and  it  has  therefore  been  postponed 
for  the  present.  I  feel  that  I  must  express  the  hope  that  in  the  not  too 
distant  future  the  Ministry  will  issue  a  more  definite  directive  on  this 
most  important  subject. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Council,  their  Officers  and  Staff,  and  also  to  my  professional  colleagues 
in  the  District  for  their  help  during  the  year.

HOUSING 

During  the  year,  sixty-four  out  of  an  estate  of  seventy-six 
houses  to  the  west  of  Southfields  Estate  were  taken  over  from  the 
contractor.  This  had  a  marked  effect  on  the  housing  waiting  list  which 
at  one  time  contained  fewer  than  fifty  applicants,  none  of  whom  had  been 
on  the  list  for  more  than  twelve  months.  This  was  an  enviable  position 
for  the  inhabitants  of  this  district  when  compared  with  housing 
applicants  in  the  larger  cities,  where  waiting  periods  of  up  to  ten  years 
are  not  unknown. 

In  order  to  ensure  so  far  as  possible  continuity  of  new  building, 
the  Council  gave  instructions  during  the  year  for  detailed  plans  to  be 
drafted  for  an  area  of  high  density  development  immediately  to  the 
north  of  the  estate  referred  to.  This  will  contain  34  units  of  accommo¬ 
dation  on  two  and  four  floors.  Preliminary  layouts  were  also  discussed 
for  a  housing  estate  to  the  north  of  Coneygree  Road  on  land  formerly 
used  as  temporary  allotments. 

The  special  needs  of  the  elderly  remain  one  of  the  Council’s 
pre-occupations,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  plans  for  a  block  of  flatlets 
for  older  people  were  approaching  finality.  Land  adjacent  to  this  block 
has  been  earmarked  for  an  additional  unit  of  approximately  16  flatlets 
should  the  public’s  reaction  to  this  first  venture  prove  favourable. 

Eight  houses  were  demolished  or  closed  under  the  Housing  Act 
1961,  and  seven  families  were  re-housed  from  these  and  other  properties 
condemned  towards  the  end  of  the  preceding  year. 

Thirty-two  applications  for  Standard  Improvement  Grants 
were  approved  by  the  Council  at  a  total  cost  of  £3,295,  three-quarters 
of  which  is,  of  course,  recoverable  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government.  The  Ministry  has  at  last  conceded  that  the  present 
scheme,  although  improved  in  many  respects  from  the  original  con¬ 
ception  of  Improvement  Grants,  is  still  not  measuring  up  to  the  needs 
of  the  situation,  and  a  Housing  Bill  now  before  Parliament  proposes  to 
introduce  some  of  that  element  of  compulsion  which  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors’  Association  for  one  has  been  pressing  upon  the  Ministry 
for  several  years. 

A  serious  case  of  overcrowding  above  the  statutory  level  involving 
the  use  of  an  outbuilding  for  sleeping  quarters  was  found  during  the  year. 
The  owner-occupier  remedied  this  by  acquiring  a  house  more  suited  to 
the  size  of  his  family.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  to  the  district  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year  in  quality,  quantity  and  pressure,  and  a  useful 
surplus  on  the  water  account  accrued  to  the  Council  on  the  year’s 
working. 

A  recurring  fault  on  the  reservoir  control  panel  was  finally 
traced  during  the  year,  and  the  installation  accepted  from  the  contractor. 
Since  that  time  the  control  gear  and  pumps  have  performed  satis¬ 
factorily,  and  a  routine  maintenance  programme  was  incepted  for  the 
electric  motors. 

Five  water  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  and  in  all  cases  the  result  was  satisfactory. 

The  water  which  is  purchased  from  Peterborough  has  a  Fluorine 
content  of  between  0.11  and  0.18  parts  per  million,  varying  according 
to  the  source  from  which  it  is  obtained.  It  is  a  hard  water,  and  is 
therefore  not  liable  to  have  a  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Over  99%  of  the  houses  in  the  District  have  an  internal  piped 
supply  of  water. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  Contract  documents  for  the  sewage  works  extension  and 
relief  sewers  were  approaching  completion  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  tenders  will  be  obtained  in  the  Spring  of  1964. 

The  three  main  purposes  of  this  scheme  are:  (1)  to  prevent  the 
sewer  surcharge  which  occurs  at  particular  points  on  the  system  during 
times  of  intense  storm ;  (2)  to  improve  the  bacteriological  and  physical 
standard  of  the  effluent,  and  (3)  to  minimise  the  production  of  odours 
in  view  of  the  proximity  of  a  considerable  number  of  dwellings. 

The  appalling  weather  of  the  1962/63  winter  was  particularly 
evident  at  the  sewage  works  which  are  in  a  position  very  exposed  to 
Northern  and  Easterly  winds.  All  the  external  motors  and  static  head 
drives  performed  satisfactorily,  but  the  rising  sludge  main  from  the 
sludge  sump  to  the  drying  beds  froze  solid  and  had  to  be  thawed  out  by 
the  use  of  a  flame  gun.  Sludge  already  on  the  drying  beds  was  frozen 
too  hard  to  remove  with  picks  and  shovels  and  had  to  be  excavated  by 
the  use  of  road  drills. 

The  Whittlesey  Road  pumping  station  continued  to  perform 
satisfactorily,  and  observation  will  be  kept  on  running  times  in  view  of 
the  increasing  load  being  dealt  with  by  this  installation. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  retaining  all  our  permanent  collecting 
staff  during  the  year,  although  labour  turnover  in  this  sphere  is  normally 
quite  high.  Provision  had  been  made  for  the  employment  of  additional 
temporary  staff,  and  in  view  of  the  unusual  amount  of  staff  sickness 
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and  injury  during  the  year,  such  temporary  help  had  to  be  retained  for 
longer  periods  than  had  been  hoped. 

The  Council  have  been  keeping  the  question  of  this  section’s 
establishment  of  men  and  vehicles  under  review  for  the  past  two  years, 
and  it  seems  likely  that  they  will  feel  that  an  increase  during  the  coming 
year  will  be  warranted  in  order  to  cope  with  the  continuing  growth  in 
housing  and  the  changing  nature  of  the  refuse  itself,  which  is  becoming 
bulkier  in  its  nature  with  the  growth  of  packaging  for  so  many  house¬ 
hold  necessities. 

STREET  SWEEPING 

The  emergency  snow  clearing  arrangement  between  this  Council 
and  the  Huntingdonshire  County  Council  was  operated  during  the 
early  months  of  the  year,  and  worked  quite  efficiently. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  street  sweeping  staff  and  the  Lewin 
Mechanical  Sweeper  continued  to  perform  its  work  satisfactorily 
although  maintenance  costs  for  this  type  of  vehicle  are  high. 

Street  gully  emptying  was  carried  out  through  a  local  contractor 
at  a  price  agreed  between  the  two  Councils  concerned,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  this  method  is  far  more  efficient  than  the  previous  emptying 
by  hand  scoop  into  a  slop  cart. 

FOODS  AND  DRUGS 

There  were  more  complaints  than  usual  of  foreign  bodies  in 
food  stuffs,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  public  are  less  prepared  than 
ever  to  accept  what  is  at  least  carelessness  in  the  way  their  food  is 
handled. 

A  report  from  the  Public  Analyst  was  obtained  in  respect  of  a 
complaint  concerning  (a)  tinned  tomatoes,  and  (b)  mineral  water.  The 
former  was  reported  upon  as  being  normal,  but  the  latter  was  found  to 
contain  fungal  hyphae  associated  with  an  insect.  After  careful  con¬ 
sideration  the  Council  felt  that  the  case  would  be  met  on  this  occasion 
by  a  strong  warning  to  the  Manufacturer. 

During  the  year  69  jars  and  tins  of  canned  food  were  inspected 
and  condemned. 

TENTS,  CARAVANS,  SHEDS  AND  HOUSEBOATS 

Apart  from  a  few  transitory  caravans  which  left  the  district 
within  a  matter  of  days,  the  only  sites  of  any  size  are  those  used  by 
showmen  living  in  winter  quarters. 

The  last  three  houseboats  on  the  open  stretch  of  the  back 
river  were  further  reduced  to  one  during  the  year — one  of  the  families 
being  rehoused  by  the  Council,  and  the  other  making  their  own  arrange¬ 
ments.  The  remaining  occupier  is  due  to  be  rehoused  early  during  the 
coming  year. 
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SMOKE  CONTROL  AREAS 


Application  was  made  during  the  year  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  for  consent  to  two  further  Smoke  Control 
Areas.  One  of  these  was  for  the  eastward  extension  of  Park  Farm 
Estate,  and  the  other  for  a  private  estate  forming  an  eastward  extension 
of  the  Oakdale  Estate.  As  I  mentioned  in  my  report  last  year,  juxta¬ 
position  of  these  Areas  with  other  post-war  development  not  included 
in  a  Smokeless  Zone  creates  an  anomaly  which  the  public  do  not  find 
easy  to  understand. 

The  determination  of  many  Councils  to  press  on  with  the  creation 
of  further  Zones  was,  of  course,  severely  shaken  during  the  year  by  the 
admission  that  gas  coke,  upon  the  availability  of  which  the  majority  of 
Smokeless  Zones  were  based,  was  becoming  scarcer.  This,  whilst  due 
to  a  welcome  improvement  in  the  technological  development  of  the  gas 
producing  industry,  means  that  such  fuel  cannot  invariably  be  relied 
upon,  and  it  will  be  even  more  necessary  than  before  to  obtain  proper 
assurances  from  the  Gas  Board  as  to  the  future  supplies  of  this  fuel  in 
this  area. 

I  would  add  that  there  has  been  a  significant  increase  in  the 
installation  of  partial  and  complete  heating  systems  relying  on  gas  or 
electricity.  These,  of  course,  have  the  advantage  of  eliminating  storage, 
bulk  delivery,  manual  labour,  and  also  pollution  from  smoke  itself.  It 
would  appear  likely  that  the  Government  will  give  increased  financial 
incentives  towards  the  provision  of  these  more  refined  methods  of 
smokeless  heating  which  at  present  fall  outside  the  ambit  of  the  normal 
Grants. 

One  Notice  under  Section  3  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  giving 
prior  notice  to  the  Council  for  the  applicant’s  intention  to  construct  a 
new  furnace  was  received,  and  the  minimum  height  of  the  stack  was 
calculated  for  and  accepted  by  the  applicant  concerned. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

No  major  infestations  have  occurred  during  the  year,  but  a  num¬ 
ber  of  individual  complaints  have  been  received  and  dealt  with.  These 
are  often  found  to  be  related  to  faulty  drainage,  and  in  one  particular 
case  Statutory  Notices  had  to  be  served  on  the  owners  of  properties 
involved  where  defective  drains  were  allowing  egress  of  rats  from  the 
sewers. 

OPEN  SPACES 

The  Council,  in  view  of  the  changing  balance  of  demand  as 
between  allotments  and  recreation  grounds,  decided  to  create  a  small 
playing  field  of  some  1.67  acres  on  land  between  Ayres  Drive  and 
Lawson  Avenue  which  was  originally  scheduled  for  allotments.  The 
site  was  liable  to  flooding,  part  having  been  used  for  shallow  gravel 
workings  at  one  time,  and  the  general  level  was  therefore  raised  by  the 
tipping  of  several  feet  of  soil  obtained  from  the  British  Sugar  Corpora- 
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tion’s  factory.  After  cultivation  and  seeding  grass  is  How  growing 
strongly  and  this  should  provide  a  valuable  small  playing  space  which 
can  be  reached  by  a  number  of  children  from  the  South  side  of  Coney- 
gree  Road  without  having  to  cross  over  a  busy  street.
